Rennes, Aug. 30—At the opening of 


the Dreyfus trial today, Paul Meyer, a 
member of the institute, was the first 
witness. He deposed in favor of Drey- 


fus. 
Molinder, Giry and Pilot, the lat- 


ter a member of the institute, testified 
in favor of Dreyfus. Gen Deloye tes- 
tified against the prisoner on the ar- 
tillery references in the bordereau. 
The action of Mercier asking to be al- 
lowed to reply to Molinder, then get- 
ting up and confirming the professor's 
statement that esterhazy changed his 
handwriting since 
1894, puzzled the 


audience.

Zanesvllle, O., Aug. 80.—The Interest 
of the Democratic state

tion of the state central 
committee. 


The committee will hold over the presi- 
dential year, anjJ the contest for the con-( 
trol of the party machinery was a warm 
one. 


In the fight for the nemination for 


governor, the forces of John R. McLean 
and Colonel James Kilbourne were ener- 
getic and enthusiastic, although the 
general 
sentiment among outsiders 


seemed to be that McLean's victory was 
a foregone conclusion. 


Although the state ticket will-not be 


nominated till this afternoon, the result 
was decisively forecasted In the pre- 
liminary meetings last evening. The 
McLean men carried a large majority of 
the 21 congressional districts and will 
control not only the convention*, but also 
all the party-machinery in Ohio until the 
next 'presidential election, since the 
members -of all committees have been 
selected and through them all the officers 
of the convention, as well as those who 
will be in charge of the campaign, 


The McLean men are disposed to be 


liberal to their opponents. After it was 
found that McLean had at .the district 
meetings secured control of all com- 
mittees, many called on him and prom- 
ised support from unexpected quarters. 
McLean and his managers then advised 
that all the candidates for governor be 
voted for on the, first ballot as originally 
instructed, and it was even suggested 
that there might be two ballots, so as to 
give as many complimentary votes as 
possible to the opposing candidates. It 
was thought that this would make them 
feel better for the campaign and also 
ehow what foundation there was for the 
claims of some of the Columbus mana- 
gers of Colonel Kilbourne. At ttoe same 
time it would afford an opportunity for 
kn enthusiastic and dramatic scene when 
all the eca tiering delegations flocked to 
the McLean standard on the second 
ballot. 


Mr. McLean was quite modest In ac- 


knowledging the ovations. Th£ visiting 
clwbs and delegations serenaded him. 
, Colonel Kilbourne was equally happy 
In his acknowledgments of serenades and 
come times did more talking. Some can- 
didates for other places on the state 
ticket had very lively demonstrations in 
their interest and most of them were also 
enthusiastic for Bryan and McLean. 


It is quite probable that the name of 


McLean will ,be presented to the con- 
vention very, briefly. McLean does not 
know who will "present his name. 
He 


does not believe "much in speeches. He 
says he would prefer to have his name 
presented without commendation or a 
word of conHnent. 


General A. J. Warner will present the 


name of Colori'l'l' i;j"oourhe in a stirring 
speech, and much eloquence will be ex- 
pended on the other candidates. 


The preliminary meetings were in

City of Mexico, Aug. 30.—An eminent 


lawyer, belonging to the Conservative 
party, publishes in the clerical organ. El 
Tlempo, an elaborate plan for the al- 
liance of all Latin-American republics 
in a league for mutual protection. Ac- 
cording to this plan, the league is to t>e 
formed for 25 years, and to commence its 
existence with the first year of the com- 
ing century. 
There shall be a general 


assembly of delegates from all .nations 
In the league. 
This supreme assembly 


shall have 
control of the combined 


fleets of the contracting powers, and 
shall also have eminent control over an 
Inter-oceanic canal, which the new con- 
federation shall construct in Central 
America. 
The nations in the league 


shall submit to compulsory arbitration 
all international questions. 
The su- 


preme assembly shall establish concord 
between church and the members of the 
confederation. 


In its Issue last night, El Mundo. a 


semi-official paper, tears the program to 
pieces in a brilliant analysis, saying 
that the whole plan is a scheme to bring 
the progressive Latin-American coun- 
tries, such as Mexico, Brazil, Chili and 
Argentina, under the control of an as- 
sembly in which the little republics, 
dominated by the clergy, will have a 
majority, and El Mundo adds, the first 
outcome of the league would be war with 
the United States, which would regard 
any attempt to build an inter-oceanic 
canal a declaration of hostilities against 
Itself. 


El Mundo ridicules the scheme as im- 


practicable, and opposed to the wishes 
of the liberal party in the Latin-Ameri- 
can countries. 


The Mexican Setald pronounces the 


scheme a delicious piece of Quixotry, and 
says, while it approves 
some such 


Bcheme of Latin-American confedera- 
tion, It must come as an Initiative from 
one of the chief countries concerned.

£(TN HIS STEPS; or, What Would 


I Jesus Do?" by Rev. Charles M. 
•• Sheldon of Topeka, has reached a 


sale, greater than any story ever print- 
ed. It has been translated into no less 
than nine languages, and over 3,00fl,000 
copies have been sold. It cannot be 
said that the author did not, in a vague 
way, anticipate a widespread circula- 
tion, for he stipulated with the publish- 
er that the book be printed in a cheap 
as well as expensive edition, so that it 
might be within the reach of all. 


In 1891 Mr. Sheldon adopted a new 


plan of Sunday evening seryices in the 
Central Congregational church at To- 
peka. During the winter he read his 
first story, entitled "Richard Bruce." 
Each, chapter served as a Sunday even- 
ing sermon-. The new way of preaching 
Christianity met with approval, and 
since then he has w.ritten 11 stories, 
which have been read in the same man- 
ner. "Richard Bruce" was written in 
1891, "Robert Hardy's Seven, Days" in 
JSD2, "The Twentieth Door" in 1893, 
"The Crucifixion. of Phillip Strong" in 
1593, "John King's Question Class" in 
1594, "His Brother's Keeper" in 1895, "In 
His Steps" in 1836, "Malcolm Kirk" in 
1897, "The Redemption of Freetown" in 
-1898, "One of the Two" in 1898, "The 
Miracle of Markham" in 1898, and "For 
Christ and the Church" in 1899. 


Although Mr. Sheldon has written a 


dozen books, he is known best as the 
author of "In His Steps." The work 
was not copyrighted in England, and 20 
publishing houses there are still issuing 
editions. 
It has been translated into 


French, German, Russian, Italian, Ar- 
menian, Swedish, Norwegian, Spanish 
and dialects of western Africa. From 
the editions in the United States, which 
sell as low as 15 cents a copy, Mr. Shel- 
don's income is estimated at $500 per 
month. 


Mr. Sheldon is by nature a retiring 


man, and almost dreads notoriety. He 
will not talk for publication and never 
breaks that rule. He has had flattering 
offers to enter the lecture field, but re- 
fuses them all, preferring to accept in- 
vitations to lecture before religious so- 
cieties without remuneration. A writer 
for an eastern religious paper tele- 
graphed him as follows: 


"I am coming to Topeka to stay a 


week to treat fully of your methods 
and motives in writing and the work 
of your phurch in detail.' The article 
will be syndicated and will be printed 
in nearly every paper in the country." 


Mr. Sheldon replied immediately as 


follows: 


"You need not come. I will not talk 


to you. I have some rights which you 
are bound to respect." 


When told that the people who read 


his books would like to know about 
the author, he said: "That is mere idle 
curiosity. I do not wish to be talked 
about, or to ha,ve my church work talk- 
ed about. The message I have for these 
people among whom I live I give in my 
sermons. The message I have for the 
world at large I give in my books. I 
have nothing more to say." 


Although he avoids notoriety, he 1s 


willing to speak when -an opportunity 
presents itself to further the .cause of 
religion, or humanity. He believes in 
municipal ownership of public utilities, 
and has studied the subject ,at home 
and abroad. He affiliates with no po- 
litical .party, but in local campaigns, 
when this point was in question, ha 
has made speeches in .favor of public 
ownership. 
He believes . that water, 


heat and light plants, together with 


street car lines, should bo operated by 
cities. 
, 


Charles M. Sheldon wag born In 


Wellsville, N, IVjuidJii 41 years of 
age. Rev. Stewart Sheldon, his father, 
moved to Dakota while Charles was a 
boy, and was actively engaged in mis- 
sionary work amo'ng the Indians. The 
young man's early education was re- 
ceived in the country school. Later 
he was graduated from Phillips acad- 
emy, Brown university' and the An- 
dover Theological seminary. After his 
graduation he went to England, where 
he spent several months studying the 
poorer classes in London and Glasgow. 
He became pastor of his first church 
at Waterbury, Vt, upon his return, 
and in 1888 accepted a call to the pulpit 
of the Central Congregational church 
in Topeka. 


At one time he requested his congre- 


gation to excuse him from parish work, 
and was seen only at church services. 
For several months he studied the dif- 
ferent classes of wage earners in a 
novel manner. Unknown to any one, 
he donned the garb of a laborer, se- 
cured a "job" and went to work. He 
worked as a mechanic's helper in the 
railroad shops and spent some time on 
the road with the trainmen. He min- 
gled with the lawyers and doctors, and 
finally entered Washburn college at To- 
peka as a student. 
He joined the 


scholars in athletic games and literary 
societies.- His special field of labor was 
later in "Tennesseetown," the negro 
quarter of Topeka. 
•„ 


The result of his work is most no- 


ticeable in the negro quarter. 
The 


yards, once littered and unsightly, have 
been transformed into gardens and 
flower beds. 
Prizes were offered for 


the best kept houses, neatest yards, 
most thrifty families, and the change 
has been wonderful. 
A free reading 


room and .kindergarten were establish- 
ed for the colored people. The story 
"The Redemption of Freetown" is the 
story of the work among the negroes. 
Through his efforts a,kindergarten was 
established 
in connection with his 


church, and the kindergartens are fos- 
tered by, an association. 


When asked -if "In His Steps" was 


founded upon facts,. Mr. Sheldon says: 
"The story 'In His Steps' when written 
was purely imaginary. I knew of no 
such places or characters in existence. 
It was not foun,ded Aipon .facts, but it 
was written with a. desire that the im- 
aginary might "become real. Since the 
story was written I have-heard of sev- 
eral characters who are very nearly 
like those in the book," . 


Mr. Sheldon is married and has one 


child, a boy. His home is a neat cot- 
tage on College Hill. Most of his writ- 
ing is done tti'the study of his church. 


One of his ideas is for a Christian 


newspaper to be managed on a. Chris- 
tian .basis. At the meeting of the 
Christian Endeavor society in Detroit 
he asked the meeting to subscribe $1,- 
000,OQO-io be used .in establishing a thor- 
oughly Christian daily., newspaper in 
Chicago. 'He believes that the time will 
come when his dream will be a reality. 


TH« *IRST SOUTH AFRICAN POSTOFFICE, 


The first postofflce in South Africa is shown in the accompanying illus- 


tration. Recently, when making alterations in Adderly street. Cape Town, a 
large slab of granite was found beneath the roadway in front of the present 
postoffice. This slab bore the following inscription: "The London arrived the 
10 of May here from Surat bound for England and departed 20 dicto. Richard 
Blyth, Captain. 1622. Here under look for letters." Farther down the stone 
another hand had written: "1629. Jan Reynor Clock. Jasper van Beringhen. 
7 Jan." It is supposed that the letters left by Captain Richard Blyth for ports 
at which he was not touching were taken on seven years later by Jan Clock 
and duly delivered by him, his name and date being left on the stone to show 
that he had done so. 


. COSTLY TRAVELING. 


The most extensive tollgate to pass 


through is, perhaps, that which is kept 
up, at Swinford bridge, in Eynsham. 
Bicycles cost 4 cents each way, vehicles

Delegates to the democratic national 


< i r.ventior ty the democratic state con- 
Vfntion instead of by separate district 
ronventions to be held in the spring 
seems to be wholly unnecessary. The 
silver men favor this plan and the se- 
ceding gold men, headed -by Josiah 
Quincey, oppose it, for what reasons, 
outside of the desire to be contrary, is 
not very clear.

The only real 
question is a question of time, on the 
argument that the face of things may 
change between the time of holding the 
state convention and the time at which 
district conventions are generally held. 
But there is not the slightest reason 
to believe there will be a change. The 
gold men have failed to swamp Wil- 
liams In all of four years and they will 
not be able to do it in four month:-. 
Williams and Bryan democracy ara 
on top and will stay there. Bryan men 
playing into the hand* of Quincy are 
simply kicking themselves. 


THE TRANSVAAL CRISIS 


The Transvaal situation is growing 


quite strained. President Kruger has 
notified the British government that 
the Republic can make no further con- 
cessions and Joseph Chamberlain, sec- 
retary for the colonies, talks in serious 
strain about the matter. The proposals 
of Kruger are not definitely known out- 
side of the diplomatic channels of the 
negotiating governments, but the lead- 
ing journals accept as authorative the 
following resume: 


Concessions by Kruger— 


J. A five-year retroactive franchise. 
2. A share in the 
election of Presi- 


dent. 


". An increase in the representation of 


the gold fields, probably eight ad- 
ditional seats. 


Demands by Kruger— 


1. Great Britain must relinquish all 


suzerainty rights over the Trans- 
vaal. 


Z. Great Britain shall not use the re- 


cent interference with the franchise 
as a precedent. 


5. All questions In dispute not settled 


by concessions offered to be submit- 
ted to arbitration, but not to a for- 
eign power. 


The concessions by Kruger are not 


sufficient, at least not acceptable to the 
outlanders In thn Transvaal, but they 
would serve for the basis of further 
peaceful negotiations wore it not for 
Xrufcr,'* demand!, which make it im- 


possible for the British secretary of 
the colonies to consider.4hem,1 Kru- 
ger's sweeping demand -that' Great 
Britain relinquish all suzerian rights 
over the Transvaal is a proposition the 
British government will not entertain 
for a moment And It is at the cost of 
these suzerian rights that Kruger 
would make his concessions. Cham- 
berlain has suggested a court of in- 
quiry to take the whole matter into 
consideration—representation, monop- 
olies and all grievances—but to this 
Kruger will not consent. The feeling 
is that negotiations have reached the 
limit and that a British ultimatum and 
probably war is now the alternative. 
Cecil Rhodes believes Kruger will 
climb down in the face of an ultimatum 
and, while this is believed to some ex- 
tent in British diplomatic circles, all 
preparations are being made for war. 
The British government believes that 
not only the outlander grievances, but 
the whole question of British authority 
in South Africa are involved in the 
outcome of the present clash. "The 
knot must be loosened," says Cham- 
berlain, "to use Mr. Balfour's words or 
else we shall have to find other ways 
of untying it." The other way is war, 
of course, and regarding this Mr. Cham 
berlain says: 


"If we are forced to do that, then 


I would repeat now the words used by 
Lord Salisbury in the house of lord'.!. 
I say that, if forced to make further 
preparations, if this delay continues 
irueh longer, we shall n>ot hold our- 
s-elves limited by what we haye already 
ofCeiPd. but having taken this matter 
in hand, we will not let go until we 
have secured conditions which, once 
for ail, will establish us as the para- 
mount power in South Africa and se- 
cure for our subjects there equal rights 
and privileges promised by President 
Krusrer when the Transvaal's inde- 
pendence was> granted." 


This means that, if a shot is fl- eel 


England will not stop until she has 
mastered the Transvaal and is abso- 
lute in South Africa. No yielding up of 
suzerain rights here.

President McKinley has signed an im- 
portant proclamation which is now on 
the way to Governor-General Brooke 
of Cuba to be promulgated in the is- 
land.

troops will be withdrawn. Nothing is 
said, however, concerning the relations 
that this government will bear perma- 
nently to the government of the is- 
lands. No doubt that cannot be de- 
termined in advance. One thing is cer- 
tain that after the Cuban census is 
taken and when Cuban self 
govern- 


ment begins the great political ques- 
tion in the island will be annexation or 
absolute independence. It would, per- 
haps, be foolish to hazard a prediction, 
but it is probably safe to say that an- 
nexation is the most likely.

The Secret of England's Power 


England's Insular position has been 


her safeguard. 
It has for centuries 


protected her from those vicissitudes 
of fortune that retard the progress and 
sooner or later overwhelm nations not 
thus fortunately shielded from the en- 
croachments of rapacious neighbors. 
Inaccessible at home, her fleets sweep 
the sea to the uttermost limits of the 
globe: and when war comes, her navy, 
in its own good time, takes from her 
rivals all that it is for her material ad- 
vantage to possess. It is certainly a 
great game that England plays in the 
world's affairs, and will continue to 
play deep into the future, unless all 
signs fail. 


To dlo her justice, England is the 


greatest civilizer and liberalizer in his- 
tory. The English subject wherever 
he may be,—in Canada, Australia or 
Africa,—has more personal liberty and 
individual opportunity than obtains un- 
der any other rule, always excepting 
our owni Hence I view England's ag- 
grandizement with equanimity. I do 
not perceive that her methods or ten- 
dencies are reactionary. They are not; 
they are no more reprehensible than, 
those of other nations, not one of which 
is overlooking opportunities for terri- 
torial acquisitions. All are jealous of 
England because by reason of her pre- 
ponderant maritime power she carries 
on the game on a far more compre- 
hensive scale than they can ever hope 
to. 


Thlose who thoughtlessly denounce 


England as a bully and a coward to- 
tally misapprehend the lessons of his- 
tory. She will always fight when it is 
necessary, or when there is anything 
to be gained by it. At one time when 
her commercial interests and national 
existence were menaced, alone she an- 
tagonized practicaly the whole world 
banded under the leadership of genius, 
and emerged triumphantly from, the 
contest. She has gained her vast pres- 
tige and made her greatest conquests 
in actual war with the mightiest of 
nations. 


Admiral Nelson's decisive victory of 


the Nile in 1798 completely frustrated 
Napoleon's mysterious designs in Egypt 
and Asia. In spite of Napoleon's 
genius, in spite of his resources, in spite 
of his continental victories and his Ber- 
lin decrees, domination of the seas en- 
abled the people of this island— a mere 
dot on the map of Europe—to thwart 
his most comprehensive and well-laid 
plans, and finally to compass his ruin 
and isolation upon, the rock of St. He- 
lena. But it is unnecessary to go fur- 
ther afield for examples of the influence 
of sea power upon international affairs 
than our own recent victories of Manila 
and Santiago. 


No doubt, for ages to come, Britain 


frowning down from her chalk cliffs, 
protected by ironclad fleets manned 
and commanded by the ablest seamen 
in history, will continue to send, her 
dictums and her defiances across the 
waters. How long this splendid race 
can withstand the corroding influences 
lof material prosperity, luxury, and 
ease, 'coupled with advancing age, be- 
fore joining the procession of dying na- 
tionalities, is of course problematical. 
But in their cold northern climate, 
completely isolated from jealous neigh- 
bjors, with their phlegmatic tempera- 
ment and moderate appetites, it seems 
likely that the English will endure far 
beyond the span of the Eoman power. 
I can see no sign of decay in this vjrile 
nation,—From

The experiment was made in that

ORCHARD AND GARDEN. 


Any land that will grow a good crop 


of corn will grow berries. 


Bagasse from the sorghum mill is one

Onions should be harvested as soon

The democratic city committee held 


an important meeting last evening, the 
chief topic of discussion being in re- 
gard to the election of delegates to the 
national-canvention at the state con- 
ventions this fall.

J. H. Mack, a member of the state 


committee, was interviewed this morn- 
ing on the matter, as reported below, 
and Pays as he understood it the state 
committee intended to have all the del- 
egates elected at the state convsntion 
time, so that the protest of the city 
committee will have to stand. 


There was some other business done. 


A committee which saw the mayor in 
regard to appointing election officers 
according to the recommendations of 
the ward committees, reported that the 
mayor had agreed to receive and con- 
sider such recommendations, for va- 
cancies oco-.iri'insr in the list of demo- 
cratic election officers, 
so that they 


will be made at once by the ward com- 
mittees. 


September 15 was set as the date for 


the caucuses to elect delegates to all 
conventions. 


Comititueeman IWacli's Statement 
J. H. Mack of this city, a member of 


the state committee, was seen in re- 
gard to the action of the city com- 
mittee last evening. 
He did not un- 


derstand the difference of statements 
from the state committee in the first 
letter that was sent and in the call 
for the state convention. So far as 
he knew, in attending all the meetings 
of the state committee it was the plan 
from start to finish to have all the del- 
egates, district and at large rf'lc", 
chosen at the time of the state con- 
vention, 


As he understood it the delegates 


from each congressional district were 
to be chosen with the idea of their 
choosing the dple^st^s to the national 
convention, an3 vere'fto hold a caucus 
in Poston the night before the state 
convention. The state convention then 
would simply ratify the choices made 
by the state convention delegates from 
pirn district, so thai the voters of the 
district would be as well renrese-nted 


I in their wishes as though separate con- 


i ->entinr 
l5 were held in the spring. 


The reason for doing it all this fall 


n f the state convention was simply one 
| n* »\-pense. the calls for the separate 
{•""""ntions being of considerable ex- 
T)C'.""' "-hich might as well be saved 
bv (loi^-T it this fall. He was confident 
that thoi» TSS no intention on the 
part of the state committee to mislead 
the voters. Personally Mr Mack is in 
favor of Brvan, and supposes that as

the district. He pxnnrto tint the dele- 
gatf-s from this d'ltrlct will he unani- 
mously in favrr rf Bryan, b'lt there is 
no desire or attem.pt to insure this by 
any unfair means. 


UNION OF FRENCH SOCIETIES 


Progress of Work of Reorganization 


Shown in Meeting This Week 


The committee which has been work- 


ing incessantly the last seven, months 
to frame a plan of federation for all 
the French Canadian soMe'ties at mu- 
tual aid in New England met this week 
in AVorcestfrr and ievlsed the cinfctitu- 
tio.n which will serve when completed to 
bind together all these organizations. 
There were no delegates from this city, 
but there is much inteiest In the pro- 
posed scheme among members of the 
local French societies. 


The task which the committee has had 


in hand and which it will be obliged 
to devote considerable more time to is 
a gigantic c-no. If it was a question of 
founding an entirely new organization 
for the French people of this country, 
the woik uuuid be no-thing compared 
with uhat now has to be done. There 
are hundreds of societies now existing, 
all independent, and with constitutions 
and by-laws greatly at variance one 
with the other, and affording different 
advantages to their members. To take 
all these societies is the work whi'-h 
has to be done. 


The committee has already accom- 


plished more than three-fourths of the 
ivork and the remainder will consist of 
revising and adding here and there a 
litt'e more strength. This work took 
up all thf time of two four-hour ses- 
sions yesterday, of the committee. 


Many societies have sent responses 


FIO generally favorable that they have 
bec-n clafsed among the orginizations 
which caji be counted upon to found the 
federation to be known as Union St. 
Jean Baptists of America. 


The following alterations and a.ld!- 


tions to the original plan submitted a 
few ^\eeks ago ^ere voted by the com- 
mittee at this meeting. That a third 
C!PSS of members, to be known as. asso- 
ciate members, pay $1 entry fee and 
$1 a year as dues; that the committee

council, 


\\hich is to be chosen at the future gen- 
eral convention, that there be a class 
of members v, ho can taJce life insur- 
ance in the order of paj'ing certain dues 
to the local council wher one exists, or 
who can insure direct with the supreme 
body on condition that they pay an 
annual premium; that a member in or- 
der to have right to his insurance must 
be in good standing with his local 
co-unci] In every respect.

Five Days Shalt Thou Labor 


Local members of the Typographical 


union are much interested in the fol- 
lowing rule of the international con- 
vention in Detroit, and which it is be- 
lieved will come before the various 
unions for action:

Water 


From Houses to be Shut Off if 
Rapairs Are Not Made. The 


Pumping Station to Start 


Next Week 


All suspicions of the city officials that 


there was a husre waste 
of water 


through the faucets and 
valves in 


houses throughout the city seem likely 
to be verified by the results of the 
house to house inspection provided for 
by the board of health and which was 
begun yesterday morning. 
Inspector. 


Nugent, and Agent Erwin of the board 
spent most of the' day yesterday and 
this morning visiting the houses of one 
section of the city, and the results were 
surprising even to those who had 
thought the waste must be very large. 
The inspectors reported that in fully 50 
per cent of the houses at a co.nserva- 
tive estimate there were leaky valves 
or faucets which resulted in waste. 


The larger part of the waste is in 


closets, the valves of which are not 
properly tightened, and where the wa- 
ter runs all the time. The waste from 
this cause is> far greater than, that 
from leaky faucets in sinks, but here 
a great deal of carelessr-ess has been 
found. As a result of the work done 
thus far it has been seen that the in- 
pectlon will have to be made through- 
iut the entire city. It was. at first de- 
cided that a certain section would be i 
nspected, and that if there did not 
seem to bf> mvch waste the theories 
might be safely called wrong, and the | 
'ntire city vould not be cqvered. From 
,he work d.one. however, it is seen ne- 
•e^sanr to make the inspection as com- 
plete fis at first announced. 
I 


Notices are immediately sent to all , 


those in whose houses waste has been 
'ound. and wilhin a short time a second 
ns ecticn will be made. If on the sec- 
ond inspection the matter has not been 
attended to the water will be shut off, 
and in addition to the regular fee of $2 
for having it ttirne-d on again, the 
iiouse own«r will have to see to it that 
the required repairs are made before 
the city will allow it to be turned on. 


The expense of making the repairs, 


which are for the most part simply 
tightening the valves, is small, and the 
fact that these repairs, are necessary 
is chiefly the result of carelessness. 


This 'rg^rction will be made 
as 


ouiclclv as possible, and it is believed 
that the enforcement of the recom- 
mendations nade by the inspectors 
will result in a great saving of water in 
the reservoirs. 


The level of water in the notch res- 


ervoir today was 26 feet it having fallen 
six inches ^i/en-ch of the two preceding 
davs. 
Ife is"';pstimated that the water 


now in the reservo'r at the present rate 
of IISP will last about two weeks more.• 


If there is no rain to affect the reser- 


voir bpfore next week, it will probably 


nfcessarv- to start the Ashla.nd street 


pumping station then. As it will have 


b- rnii two or thice flavs before 


water from it can be turned into the 
reservoirs, owing to the fact that it 
has not been run for three years now, 
work will probably be started up Mon- 
day or Tuesday morriiig.

condition of the road, as shown in the 
report of the railroad inspector, just 
made. It is as follows: 


"On August 9, 1S99, I inspected the 


Lebanon Springs railroad, and I re- i 
spoctfully submit the following report: j 
Only a small portion of the road is 
now in operation. Tvo trains in each 
dirp^tion are run diilv between Peters- 
burg Junction and Berlin. 10.7 miles, 
and one train in eToh direction weekly 
between Berlin and Rtrphentown. 10.9 
miles. 
Inspection wns rnade of the 


portion in operation, and this report 
covers only the part inspacted. I rec- 
ommend that new rail1*, suitable for 
main track, bp put in place of the iron 
rails, and proper connections nrovided: 
that all joints be full-bolted r>rd r'l 
nvts srrpwcd up tight: that at Ipast 75 
p°r cent of thp ties b? removed: that 
point switches b« put in place of the 
stub switches, now in bnd order, and 
new frogs in place of the present worn- 
out ones: tbat the tra"k be properly 
lined, paused and surfaced: that thf> 
decayed brldses, trestles, culverts, and 
cribbing used for abutments be re- 
newed as quickly as no«siblf, that 
fences be 
improved, ripht of way 


cleaned up, mi&siner crossing sign-? rp- 
storpd. crossing plpnk put on. where 
needed and the road generally cleaned 
up find properlv ditched. Tour inspec- 
tor does not think the road, in its prfs- 
pnt condition, safe to operate, and un- 
less decided improvements ore to be 
made nt once, 'resppctlna: recommends 
that the running of trains be discon- 
tinued."
